3. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants invention 
of employing a generated disposable email address for preventing and/or reducing unsolicited 
email messages, is found to be patentable. Prior art references (particularly Patent Numbers: 
6,266,692, 5,930,479, 6,546,4 1 6, 6,604, 1 32, 7,054,906, 6,708,205, 6,097,797, 
5,999,967, and Non-Patent Literature "Spamgourmet - Frequently Asked Questions")^ either 
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only teach minor aspects of the invention or only teach the general environment of the invention. 
The prior art, neither singly or in combination, do not teach the claim limitations. 

The particular novel feature of the invention (as mentioned in the claims) is the generated 
disposable email address that includes a passcode section within the address and is selectable by 
a user; the user selects a passcode algorithm from a plurality of provided passcode validation 
algorithms that will then generate the passcode for inclusion into the generated disposable email 
address.
